During W. W. 


The era of blackout curtains and 
ration stamps was recalled by So- 
ciety Director Stanley Howe at the 
monthly meeting of the Bethel His- 
torical Society held last Thursday 
evening in the meeting room of the 
Dr. Moses Mason House. In his pre- 
sentation Howe based his. observa- 
tions on notes from the Bethel 
Citizen and the personal recol- 
lections of those who remember 
the period. The Society Director 
emphasized the importance of col- 
lecting this infonmation now sa 
that eventually it could be pre- 
sented in an article in the Soci- 
ety’s newsletter, The Bethe! Cou- 
rier, and thus become a definite 
contribution to the town’s history. 
He expressed his gratitude to all 
who had helped in his research. 

Howe recalled that Bethel sup- 
ported the war effont fully and 1 
there was considerable evidence } \ 
that the town’s life was affected 
by events in Europe, Africa and: 
the Far East. The draft began 
for Bethel men in October 1940, 
and a home guard, later affiliated 
with the State, was organized by 
the late Leslie Coburn, Numerous 
training classes were’ also held 
throughout the town, with instruc- 
tion given in such topics as first 
aid and identification of enemy 
planes.

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M.D.O.T, SAYS PUBLIC 
CAN HELP IMPROVE 
SNOW REMOVAL EFFORTS 

The Maine Department of Trans- 
portation is gearing up for another 
winter of removing snow from 
some 3,600 miles of Maine high- 
ways. 

M.D.O.T, Maintenance and Op- 
erations Engineer Martin C. Ris- 


sel points out that there are a | 


mumber of things the public can 
do to assist plow crews in provid- 
ing a snow removal job acceptable 
to everyone: 


—Do not drive in a winter storm i 


unless absolutely necessary, es- 
pecially during storms of wet 
snow or mezing rain. 

—if a storm is anticipated, xe- 
‘move vehicles from the roadside 
shoulders. This allows plows to 
clear the area the first time 
through without having to return 
to clean it up later. 

‘—Do. not shovel snow or have 
your driveway plowed into the 
street. This is against state law and 
can be a serious traffic hazard. If 
possible, it is best to place snow on 
the side of your driveway opposite 
the direction from which the plow 
is coming. That way, the plow will 
earry snow away from your drive- 
way rather than back into it. 

—If possible, wait until the 
highway has been plowed before 
cleaning out the end of your drive- 
way. There is no practical way to 
plow the highway without deposit- 
ing snow into your driveway. 

—Help reduce the possibility of 
a broken mailbox post. M.D.O.T. 
plow operators are warned to 
take all possible precautions to 
avoid hitting mailbox posts, How- 
ever experience thas shown that 
with reduced visibility during a 
storm it is not always possible for 
a driver to see the post in time to 
avoid striking it with the wing of 
the plow. Any installation within 
the highway right-of«way, including 
a Inailbox, is placed there at the 
owner’s risk. Therefore, owners 
are encouraged to put mailboxes 
at the maximum useable distance 
from the roadway pavement. Posts 
Should also be checked for deteri- 
oration such as rot to reduce the 
possibility of their being broken 
off simply by the weight of plowed 
snow, : 

-~Be sure your car is properly 
equipped for winter driving (snow 
tires, good wiper blades, etc.) 

—Avoid calling M.D.O.T. offic- 
és during a bad storm unless ab- 
solutely necessary. M.D.O.T. per- 
sonnel are extremely busy doing 
everything possible to cope with 
storm situations and it is better 
to keep teleplione lines open for 
emergency calls. 

—Don’t be misled by plow trucks 
riding with their plows up. They 
may be going in for fuel or re- 
Pairs or be headed for another 
area. M.D.O.T. is not responsible 
for plowing all highways in the 
state; only for snow removal on so- 
called state highways. Local goy- 
ernments are responsible for plow- 
ing on state aid highways and town 
ways, 

—Refer complaints about state 
aid highways and town ways di- 
rectly to local officials. M.D.O,'T. 
is responsible for clearing some 
3,600 miles of state highway which 
requires the full attention of M.D. 
O, T. personnel and provides little 
or no time for relaying messages 
to town officials during storm sit. 
uations, 

Risse] says M.D,O.T. invites pub- 
lic cooperation in carrying out his 
suggestions, He also ensures citi- 
zens of M.D.O.T.'s desire to cause 
a minimum of inconvenience as 
winter maintenance duties are car- 
ried out.

USDA GIVES SMALL FARMERS 
SPECIAL ATTENTION 


The U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture is making rapid strides 
toward its goal of preserving the 
small farm component of Ameri- 
ean. agriculture. 

Embarking on a series of con- 
ferences and meetings three years 
ago, the department sought out 
key problems and important is- 
sues to the nation’s 1,2 million 
smal] farmers and developed a 
policy focusing not just on their 
farm -businesses, but on all their 
needs, 

To implement these policies, a 
smal] farm network was designed 
extending from the Secretary of 
Agriculture to each State. Cur- 
rently, all USDA agencies are con- 
ducting activities to assure that 
small farmers have access to and 
utilize farm programs, 

In 1979, the Agricultural Stabil- 
ization and Conservation, Service 
allocated funds in 12 special pro- 
ject areas to thelp small farm op- 
erators solve conservation and pol- 
lution abatement problems. “Ac- 
tually, we began emphasizing ACP 
special projects in 1978, which 
would involve farmers who had not 
adequately treated conservation 
problems on their farms because 
of their economic situation,’ Mar. 
lin L, Thurston, Chairperson of 
the Oxford County ASC Commit- 

_ tee, said. 

“Programs and policies to assist 
small-farm families must be di- 
verse,” the ASCS official said, 
“Some can benefit most from pro- 
grams to improve farm operations. 
Others can benefit most from in- 
creased off-farm employment op- 
Portunities, And still others, such 
as the elderly, may benefit most 
from increased access to public as. 
sistance and social services,” 

USDA believes that: all farmers,

FOOD STAMP NUTRITION 
EDUCATION TRAINING 
COMPLETED IN MAINE 


More than 4,000 Maine and New 
Hampshire families have behefit- 
ed from a nutrition education pro- 
‘gram sponsored by the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 

The USDA trained 400 people 
who counse] families using food 
stamps in ways to get the most 
value for their stamps. 

Starting last spring, Ellen Gar- 
rahie, R. D., USDA’s New Eng- 
land Regional Office, Burlington, 
Mass., conducted a series of train- 
ing workshops in several counties 
— attracting home health aides, 
WIC, and CAP Staffers, area agen- 
cies on aging, Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service aides (EFNEP), and 
others who were interested in 
teaching nutrition education to 
food stamp households. 

Garrahie, in an attempt to tailor 
the presentaiton to the location of 
her session, goes to a local food 
store and buys according to US 
DA's Thrifty Food Plan for a fam- 
ily of four. 

The current food stamp allot- 
ment averages 36 cents per per- 
son per meal, 

Food Stamp families are eligi- 
ble to meet in their homes with 
Extension nutrition aides and oth- 
ers who have been trained. Famil- 
ies—in addition to being taught 
food budgeting, meal planning, 
cooking skills, ‘basic nutrition, 
food storage and preservation— 
will receive the colorful booklet, 
“Building a Better Diet.”

The Week in 
Washington 


by Sen. George J. Mitchell! 
Veterans 

This week the nation observes 
Veterans Day, paying tribute to the 
millions of Americans who have 
served their country in the armed 
forces. 

It is a time to remember and 
commemorate these individuals 
who have given their lives defend- 
ing the United States and its prin- 
ciples. There is no greater service 
one can give to this country, and 
to the free world, tham to work to 
preserve the ideals and goals of 
our democracy. The people who 
have served in our armed forces 
deserve the highest respect and 
gratitude, I know I join millions of 
Americans in extending a tribute 
to them on Veterans Day. 

This year marks the 50th anni- 
versary of the Veterans Adminis- 
tration. The VA was established in 
1930 to coordinate and administer 
the programs that were being ad- 
ministered by three agencies: the 
Veterans Bureau, the Bureau of 
Pensions of the Interior Depart- 
ment, and the National Homes for 
Disabled Volunteer Soldiers. iIn 
1930, there were approximately 4.7 
million veterans in the United 
States. Today there are approxi- 
mately 30 million veterans. 

The founding mission of the VA 
—to provide care for those who 
have served this country and theit 
dependents—has not changed. 93 
million veterans, veterans’ depend- 
ents and survivors of deceased vet- 
erans are presently or potentially 
eligible for VA benefits or ser- 
vices. This is approximately 4397 
of America's total population. 

This nation has been forced to 
go to war to defend its borders and 
preserve order at various times 
throughout our history. Care for 
veterans and dependents of veter- 
ans from these efforts spans de- 
cades. 

Of the 392,000 participants in the 
Spanish-American War, some 150 
are expected to be alive in 1980. 


The last dependent from the War ti 


of 1812 lived until 1946. Some Civil 
War widows and children . still 
draw VA benefits. Care for Viet- 
nami era dependents will surely be 
required into the 22nd century. 

Maine was especially affected by 
the Vietnam War, with ore of the 
highest death rates among the 50 
states. Maine lost 327 men in the 
war—the tenth highest in the coun- 
try—and tiow has more than 35,000 
veterans from that conflict. Those 
veterans and their dependents ben- 
efit froni a variety of services 
provided through the VA including 
among others: medical and dental 
treatment, educational opportuni- 
ties, Jife insurance programs, loans, 
and vocational rehabilitation for 
the disabled and employment as- 
sistance, 

The United States has been 
bravely atid ably served by its 
veterans. AS a former member of 
the armed forces, I am aware of 
the huge sacrifices many voterans 
have had fo endure. Now, as. one 
of Maine's representatives to Con- 
Bress, I am detertiined to ensure 
that the country’s veterans receive 
not only our tribute ard: gratitude, 
but our dedication to the cause for 
which they served-the protection 
and preservation of the United 
States,

Through the years the sunny 
banks of our pond haven’t chang- 
ed much, although from hour to 
hour, even minute to minute it is 
different. Day and night have fol- 
lowed one another, and sun and 
rain and wind. Now it's autumn 
again, which has followed the ice 
pellets and snow then the crowd- 
ed spring and summer. 

This was a dawn when the eas- 
teri: horizon was clear, brittle, 
sharp against the blue intensity of 
the ponds. A west wind started to 
pull at a few clinging leaves, just 
persuasively enough to rustle them. 
The faint glow of the rising sun 
turned the water out front, the 
color of a wild rose. Flying in 
above it, came the jays and then 
stopped at the feeder, — 

As the day held sunny after 
lunch, I went for a walk. When I 
started out, the sky was an intense 
blue and lofty clouds streamed 
lazily from northwest to southeast 
on a balmy breeze.

I cut left up a steep incline to 
the ledges to view the ponds once 
more before the waters are frozen.

sunk by enemy action. This 
brought the reality of war home 
to Bethel and as the United States 
entered the war the effects became 
more obvious on the small town. 
Scrap metal drives were held and 
in the fall of 1942, 258 tons of 
metal was collected to aid the 
war effort, A neighborhood plan 
Was organized and bond sales rais- 
ed money to aid in the defeat of 
the Axis powers (Germany, Italy 
and Japan). 

Several Bethel sons lost their 
lives and the Citizen followed the 
activities of all its men and wom- 
en in the service. The newspaper 
published a special édition for 
those overseas. Gas rationing came 
to Bethel in May of 1942, one of 
the results being the cancellation 
of the entire winter sports pro- 
gram at Gould for that year. An 
observation post was established on 
Paradise Hill which was manned 
day and night by Bethel men and 
women with any aircraft sighted 
reported to a regional center. 
Newsteels at the Bethe] Theater 
(riow the Thunderbird Motel site) 
brought home to the people what 
their sOns and daughters were fac- 
ing overseas, 

The period was one of great

icipal department or a separate 
agency? 

The Bethe) Water District began 
as a private Water Company in 
1890, in 1967 by Act of Legisla- 
ture (and vote of the town of Beth. 
el) the Company became the Beth- 
el Waiter District, a quasi-munici- 
pality, a public utility separate 
from the local town government, 
regulated by the Public Utilities 
Commission and the Department 
of Human Services. 

2) Why was the Water District 
located at the Town Office? 

At the time that the District 
was created the Town Office was 
apparently the best place to house 
its records and bookkeeping. The 
District contracted with the town 
for bookkeeping service. Over the 
Jast 10 years, the District has in- 
creasingly needed secure storage 
space and heated facilities for wa- 
ter jtest equipment it was neces- 
sary to keep a separate building, 
Now that the Water District has 
its own office on Philbrook Street 
it is less costly and more efficient 
to consolidate all its operations at 
one location. 

3) Why are bills paid in ad- 
vance? : 

The reason for advanced billing 
is to have operating funds comity 
in to pay salaries and buy sup- 
Plies while customers are using the 
water for which they are being 
charged. Water bills are sent on a 
quarterly basis: Jan. 15, April 15, 
July 15, and Oct. 15 under the ex- 
isting tariff as established by the 
P. U, C. Customers are billed in 
advance.
